Looking Ahead 
1 


There is no doubt but that those carefree individuals 


who take things as they come-with no thought of tomorrow 
are by far the happiest people on earth, yet I often wonder 
how far this old world would have progressed had it not 
been for those who try to look ahead and in a way build 
for the future. 


There are, I believe, altogether too many persons who 


never look forward or backward", but always live in the 
present. They neither know nor care what the future has 
in store for them. Many of these persons will tell you 
that they are not interested in agriculture—that the busi- 
ness of farming is nothing to them-and as far as they are 
concerned it matters not whether farmers succeed or fail— 
yet these same persons wail at the top of their voices when 
meat, butter, eggs or vegetables make any considerable 
advance in price; 


"Were they to take that interest in agriculture that its 


importance to them, as individuals, merits, they would 
learn something of the reason for these price fluctuations 
and why food prices are usually high following a season 
or two of extremely low prices. They would learn that 
the farmer, like everyone else, is in business for the profit' 
there is in it and that when the profit fails to materialize 
he must change to something else, thereby reducing pro- 
duction to a point where demand exceeds supply and high- 
er prices again rule. , 


In other words, whenever an agricultural depression is 


suffered by the farmers of the country the consuming pub- 
lic, later, pays'for such depression in advanced prices for 
those products most affected. 


Why then should not every consumer be interested in 


agriculture? 
Why should not everyone want to know 


something about why food prices fluctuate so violently at 
times and' also more about the spread between producer 
and .consumer—just how much of the consumer's dollar 
reaches the producer? 


While such knowledge might not directly help agricul- 


ture, we believe it would be the means of creating a more 
favorable-impression on the part of the city consumer to- 
ward the farmer and indirectly be the means of bringing 
akojut greater, cooperation between prqdueecsaand,consum- 
ers lo the end that both might work together to reduce 
that great spread which now requires that the consumer 
pay three dollars for every dollar's worth of produce that 
the farmer sells.—Cultivator.
